W hcrcas We haye been informed thar y« [1 the 
Pcers and Repreſentatives of Shircs and Burroughs 
of that our anticnt Kingdom vvere to meer together ar Our 
Good toyyn of Edinborough ſome time inthis inſtant March 
by the uſurped authority of the Prince of Orange, vve think 
fr to let you Knovyv,that as vvec haveat all crimes relycd upon the 
faith-fulneſl and aftcQtion of you our anticnt People, ſomuch 
that in our greateſt mis fortunes hererotore vye had recourſe 
to your afſiſtance , and that vyith Good ſuccell ro our aftai- 
xcs, ſo novy again We require of you to ſupport our Royal 


- Intereſt , expecting from you vyhar becomes Loyall and Faicl:- 


ful Subjects Generous and Honeſt men, that you vyill ncirher 
ſufter your ſelycs to be cajoled nor afttrighted into any ation 
miſbecoming true hearted Scorſmen, and that ro ſupport the 
honour of your nation you vyill coatemn the baſe example 
of difloyal-men, and erernize your Names by a Loyalty {ui- 
table to the many Profeſſions you have made to Us, in doing 
vyhere of you vvill chuſe che ſafeſt part , fince therby you

yvill evite the danger you muſt needs undergo, the infamy 
and diſgrace you muſt bring upon your ſclyes in this World, 
and the condemnation due to the Rebellious in the Next , 
and you vvill likevviſe have the opportunity to ſecure ro your 
ſclycs and ro your Poſteriry the gracious promiſes vye have 
ſo often made of ſecuring your Religion , Lavys, Properties, 
Liberties and Rights, vvich vve are (till rcfolycd to perform, 
aſloon as ir is poſlible for Us ro meer you ſafely in a Parlia- 
ment of ghar our antient Kingdom, 1n the meantime fear 
no to declare for 1s your Layvful Soveraign , vvho vvill not 
fail on our part to give you ſuch ſpeedy and poyyerful afſil- 
rance as shall nor only inable you to defend your ſelves from 
any forreign atrempr, but pur you in a conditionto aſlert our 
Right againſt our Enemies, vyho have deprefled the fame 
by the blackeſt of Uſurparions , rhe moſt unjuſt as vycll as 
moſt unnatural of attempts, vvhich tho almighty God may 
for a time permit, and let the vvicked proſper, yer rhe end 
muſt bring contuſion upon ſuch Workers of Iniquity. We 
further ler you knovy, that vve vvill pardonall ſuch as shall 
return ro racir Nuty before the laſt end of this month in- 
duſrve, and that vve vvill punish vvich the rigour of our 
Lavvs al ſuch as $hall ſtand our in Rebellion againſt Us, or 
our authority. So nor doubring that you vy1il declare for 
Us, and ſupprefl vyhatever may oppole our Intereſt , and thar 
you vvill ſend ſome of your Number to Us vvith an account 
of your diligence, and the poſture, of Our attuires there , yyc 
bid you heartily Farevvel. Given on board the St, Michel
